REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant 
has amended the claims to distinguish from the teachings of the cited prior art. More 
specifically, the cited prior art fails to disclose, in combination with other recited 
limitations, "adjusting at least one transmission parameter to ensure that, at the baud 
rate and with the imposed break time, Ethernet messages are transmitted continuously 
during an entire cycle time of a cycle" as recited in Independent claim 16, and as 
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similarly recited in Independent claims 26, and 34. Furthermore, the cited prior art failed 
to disclose, in combination with other recited limitations, the step of: "calculating a 
maximum size of each of said plurality of Ethernet messages as an arithmetic difference 
between (a) a product of the baud rate of the Ethernet network and the cycle time and 
(b) an arithmetic total of a length of a start identifier, a length of a preamble, a length of 
a checksum, and the break time between transmissions" as recited in Independent 
claim 36.
